There were indications from var­ 
ious sources of the two parties to 
the strike that leaders of the shop­ 
men manifest an inclination to ac­ 
cept the president’s plan In the main 
and th a t the representatives of the 
executives considered it unsatisfac­ 
tory in principle. The final decis­ 
ion, however, rests on the confer­ 
ences of the two groups. 
Outside railroad contracting, it is 
said, would be abandoned by the 
railroads under each of the three 
proposals. 
Wave Seniority Issue. 
One 
proposition,

those claiming to have information 
of the president’s suggestions, would 
be for the railroads to wave the 
seniority question and take all the 
strikers back to work.

THREE SCHEMES 
TO END STRIKE 


In Pontotoc county, as elsewhere, 
the greatest problem of the farm ­ 
ers is that of finding a m arket for 
their produce. They will raise the 
stuff all right if only a depend­ 
able m arket can be provided. As 
m atters now stand they can always 
find a sale for their chickens, eggs 
and hogs and since the establish­ 
m ent 
of 
the pickle factory 
they 
know w hat they can do in th a t line, 
but there are other lines that are 
not so certain. In fact, the pickle 
factory is pointing one way out and 
that is to provide a means at home 
for caring for some of the surplus 
stuff. Ju st now the situation is made 
unusually bad by the railroad strike. 
How to bring the producer and con­ 
sumer nearer together is the ques­ 
tion th a t m ust be given attention. 


Stick to It, Says Sanborn. 
Intensive cultivation as a method 
for fighting boll weevils was sug­ 
gested to the farm ers of the coun­ 
ty 
in 
a meeting Saturday 
after­ 
noon 
a t County Agent John 
W. 
Simpkins' office by C. E. Sanborn, 
state entomologist. Mr. Sanborn is 
well versed on the “b u g ” game and 
introduced 
several 
pertinent 
facts 
concerning how to control them. 
This county is hit considerably 
lighter with the boll weevil than 
several other nearby counties of the 
state, 
the bug authority declared. 
While here Mr. Sanborn made a r­ 
rangem ents for conducting a local 
experiment 
station 
regarding 
the 
value of the calcium arsenic spray 
method of controlling 
the pests. 
Carl Russell, a farm er living about 
13 miles northeast of Ardmore is 
using the 
spray 
extensively. 
W. 
Hunter, farm er, who lives adjoin­ 
ing Mr. Russell, is only employing 
the natural cultivative methods. The 
value 
of the 
arsenic spray 
here 
can be determ ined by comparisons 
of the yields of the adjoining farms. 
At present Mr. Russell’s per cent­ 
age of infestation is about one or 
two per cent compared to a two or 
three per cent infestation of Mr. 
H unter’s crop. 
The calcium 
arsenic spray 
has 
been endorsed by federal authorit­ 
ies for use in 'the southeastern part 
of the United States where the yield 
is heavy, where there is plenty of 
dew, and still nights, Mr. Sanborn 
said. State agriculturists will 
not 
make a recommendation until ex­ 
periments have been conducted in 
all parts of the state, he declared.— 
Ardmoreite.
